Under is sys- 
tem the young soldiers will devote 
t . entire year's training to purely 
military instruction.

Bernard Shaw himeelf, when ques- 
tioned, appeared to share the public

“It is a great mystery to me,” he 
er id. and add$d laughingly: “I sup- 
pose it was awarded to me because 
I wrote nothing at all that year.” 

Only a few months ago George 

tTnard Shaw reached his seventieth 
birthday, and on that occasion he 
was the honor guest at a dinner in 
the House of Commons. He was de- 
scribed then as probably the rich- 
est literary man alive, collecting roy- 
alties from all parts of the world. 

His ascendency as a playwright 
dated from the publication in 1899 
of two volumes of “plays, pleasant

NOBEL CHEMISTRY 
PRIZE GOES TO GERMAN 

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 11. (#)—The 
Nobel prise for chemistry, 1925, was 
awarded today to Dr. Richard 
Zeigmondy, professor of inorganic 
chemistry of the University of 
Goettingen, Germany. 

The chemistry prize for 1926 went 
to Prof. Theodore Svedburg, of the 
University of Upsala, Sweden. 

The Swedish Academy of Sciences, 
which awards the honors, decided to 
divide the Nobel prize for physics 
for 1925 between Prof. James Franck, 
University of Goettingen, and Prof. 
Gustav Hertz, of Halle University. 

The 1926 physics award was made 
to Prof. Jean Baptiste Perrin of the 
Sorbonne, University of Paris. 


Prof. Zaigmondy is best known for 
his discoveries relating to glass and 
his work on gold. 

Prof. Jean B. Perrin is the well- 
known scientist on transmutation of 
matter. For that purpose he was 
presented with a high tension gen- 


erator capable of 500,000 volts direct 
current.

LYNCHERS FEAR LYNCHING 


One of Band Accused of Brutal Killing of Three 
Negroes in Texas Surrenders to Get Protection 


HOUSTON (Tex.) Nov. 11. ()—Fearing he might become a victim of 
mob violence, J. B. Crowder, Jr., farmer boy, tonight surrendered while 
authorities were seeking the seven raiders who brutally slew three negoes 
at a cabin twenty-five miles from here late last night. Although making 
no statement concerning the killings, Crowder was placed in jail and an 
information charging him with murder was filed. 


Crowder is a brother of Wallace@ The 


Crowder, whose murder a week ago 
by a negro was believed by authori- 
ties to have inspired a revenge that 
was climaxed by the raiders’ attack 
here last night. 

Scores of negroes within hearing 
of the ranch where the killings took 
place fled to the woods for a night 
of safety while hundreds of shots 
were fired into the besieged cabin by 
the attackers. Two of the negroes, 
one a woman, burned to death when 
the cabin was fired, and the third 
was riddied with bullets and buck- 
shot when he stepped outside.

Surrounding the house under 
cover of darkness, the attackers shot 
their first victim, Scott Evans, 50 
years of age, negro ranch foreman, 


One of the gangsters crushed his 
head with a heavy instrument. 


TWO IN FLAMES 

Robert Brown, who occupied the 
cabin with his wife and Evans, 
failed to heed demands that they 
leave their home to face probable 
death at the point of guns. They 
died in the flaming cabin, which had 
been set fire from end to end by the 
attackers. 

The cabin was located on the Bas- 
set Blakeley ranch, near the county 
line of Harris and Bend counties. 
The log structure was a mile away 
from the main ranch buildings. 

The assailantr were unmasked. A

| tack from their worksite at Jaston, s 
| railroad station near by, but were 
powerless to interfere.

World Treat 


Good Will Congress Urges 
Disarmament Meeting 
for Next Year 


Final Elimination of Ail 
Military Forces Aim 
of Proposals 


PITTSBURGH, Nov. 11. 4 draft 
treaty of disarmament was submitted 
to the nations of the world today 
dy representatives of American 
churches, meeting nere in an inter- 
national god-will congress under the 
World Alliance for International 
Friendship through the churches. The 
draft treaty was presented by a sub- 
committee on disarmament and world 
peace. 
College, Maj.-Gen. Henry T. Allen 
and Prof. John T. Shotwell, Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, 
made up the committee. 

The treaty provides for a conference 
of delegates from all self-governing 
states of the world, to be beld next 
year under the auspices of either the 
League of Nations at Geneva or the 
United States at Washington. 

Contracting parties to the treaty 
would “remove from the economic life 
of their peoples the great and con- 
stantly growing burden of competi- 
| tive armaments” so as to enable na- 
tions to devote their resources to pro- 
motion of social welfare at home 
The treaty, at first, would limit arma- 
ments and, ultimately, abolish them 
The maximum limit of armaments 
would be the point reached when the 
treaty conference is heid. In event 
the nations fail to agree on what 
constitutes armaments, the question 
would be submitted to the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice at The Hague 

The governments would pledge 
themselves to reduce armaments to 
the lowest point consistent to pre- 
serve domestic law and order. The 
sens would be policed by an interna- 
tional force, controlled by a perma- 
nent commissioner of inquiry. The 
governments would pledge themselves 
to a full and final renunciation of the 
use of national armaments for any in- 
ternational purposes and to abolition 
of war and navy departments. 

Within departments of state and 
foreign affairs would be created «a 
bureau of international peace and co- 
operation to promote means 
of settling disputes. 

When the draft treaty present- 
ed for discussion it was explained that 
Maj.-Gen. Allen and Prof. Shotwell 
disapproved of the section referring 
to abolition of the war and navy de- 
partments. 

ARCHBISHOP SPEAKS 

A tendency toward consciousness 
of human solidarity in almost every 
department of activity in the interest 
of world peace was visualized tonight 
by Archbishop James John Keane of 
Dubuque, Iowa, in an address before 
the congress. 

Asserting that the world welcomes 
the advent of a League of Naticns 
Archbishop Keane declared “the world 
| is moving on to a more reasonable 
and humane provision as it leaves 
war behind. A generation crushed by 
untold sufferings and bowed down 
by sorrow over the victims of barbaric 
strife, is demanding better security 
for the generations to come.”

A cutting wind 
swept the mall by which the memo- 
rial faces, but unmindful of it, Mr 
Coolidge stood bareheaded and with- 
out an overcoat during the more 
than forty minutes he spoke. 

The World Court pronouncement of 
the President was brief and made et 
the conclusion of a discussion of 
problems arising out of the war. This 
included a reference to national an- 
tagonisms against this country and a 
denial of charges that the United 
States had merely profited out of the 


war. 
POLITICS LEFT OUT 


No mention was made of domestic 
politics, for, although the first for- 
mal address Mr. Coolidge has made 
since the elections, the event was ar- 
ranged on a nonpolitical and non- 

san basis. 


“A permanent Court of Internation- 
al Justice has been established,” the 
President said in setting forth his 
position on the World Court, “to 
which nations may voluntarily resort 
for an adjudication of their differ- 
ences. It has been subject to much 
misrepresentation, which has resulted 
in much misconception of its princi- 

les and objects among our people 

have advocated adherence to 
a court dy this nation on condition 
that the statute of treaty eres 
be amended to meet our views.

Many 
well-meaning citizens no doubt de- 
plore conditions but are too timid 
to assert themeelves. They are quite 
useless so far as their inflyence im 
government is concerned. Mere per- 
functory voting in response to pe- 
riodical appeals is not sufficient. Votes 
cast without thoughtful considera- 
tion by the voter are as likely to 
be wrong as right. The unintelli- 
gent exercise of the right of suffrage 
is worse than none. Good govern- 
ment can be assured only by the in- 
telligent action of the citizen. 


CORRUPTION PERIL 


“It is too often the case that men 
of standing and ability shun public 
office because of the difficiiities they 
are likely to encounter through ths 
trickery of cheap politicians.” the 
said. 

The general was seriously con- 
cerned, too, over corruption in poli- 
tice. “In the light of recent events 
in certain States.” he said, “some of 
our citizens would modify the meth- 
ods of selecting candidates for of- 
fice If the present system encour- 
ages or permits the contribution of 
inordinate sums of wealthy candidates 
or theu supporters it should receive 
the most careful scrutiny by honest 
citizens. 

“The presumption that large ex- 
penditures for campaign purposes may 
de made without ulterior motive does 
not appear to be warranted. To 
sanction the expenditure of excessive 
amounts of money to obtain the 
nomination of candidates for office 
would be to exclude unjustly all but 
the wealthy from such contests. If 
the time ever comes when public 
Offices can be virtually bought and 
sold, either directly on indirectly, 
then the downfall et the Republic 
will not be far of,” he declared. 

The General urged the necessity of 
national preparedness and allegiance 
to the Constitution.

Two significant features stand out 
in this exhibit. The equity of the 
common stockholders in the oil m- 
dustry, it is evident, is particularly 
large in comparison to the common 
stock equities in other industries.

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GRAZING CONDITIONS GOOD 


Western ranges are in good con- 
dition and, except for a section west 


of the divide, carry a good supply 
of feed, while cattle and sheep will 
go into the winter in very good con- 
dition, according to the monthly 
live-stock and range report of the 
United States Division of Crop and 
Live-stock Estimates. 

During October, rains improved the 
feed on the southwestern ranges 
where the winter feed supply will 
be the best in years. West of the 
Continental Divide fall and winter 
ranges are dry and some of the 
desert ranges lack stock water, Feed 
conditions improved in Washington, 
but California needs rains for win- 
ter ranges. Montana, Wyoming and 
Colorado have good winter ranges, 
but the section covering the West- 
ern Dakotas and Kansas has a short 
supply of feed. The condition of 
ranges is 83 per cent of normal as 
compared with 83 per cent last 
month and 93 per cent @ year ago. 

Cattle on the western ranges, the 
report states, are going into the win- 
ter in good fiesh. A few thin cat- 


tle are found tm North Dakota, and 
some of the States west of the di- 
vide and on small dry areas in 


Southwest are in the best condi- | 
tion for several years. The fall 
movement is well advanced and re- 
turns have not caused any optim- 
ism on the part of the cattle men.

JEFFERSON 
DRAIN OPEN 
TO SERVICE 


Unit of Storm Water Line 
in Operation Many Days 
Ahead of Contract Time 


Establishing a precedent by requir- 
ing the work ta be done ahead of 
contract time, City Engineer Shaw 
yesterday announced the opening to 
service of the Jefferson storm drain, 
Section 1, extending from Long Beach 
avenue to the Westerly city limits. 

The unsealing of the catch basins 
placed the drain in readiness for the 
winter rains 268 days after construc- 
tion was started. The contractor, 
Peter R. Gadd, Inc., was allowed 450 
days of the work, but because nat- 
ural drainage had been cut off Shaw 
declared the public interest required 
& speeding up of the job. Only street 
resurfacing remains to be completed. 
The Jefferson storm-drain system, 
of which the settion just completed 
is the main artery, will drain an area 
of about 6000 acres of business and 
residential property between Second 
street and Exposition Boulevard.

It is one thing tor a military hero to 
achieve a masterly triumph of strategy and 
it is another thing for him to tell of it in 
& way that reflects both glory and modesty. 
That Gen. Alvaro Obregon is fully capable 
of accomplishing both these dificult feats 
is evidenced by his frank and highly i- 
teresting account of the manner in which 
be saved himself, his tiny escort and a 
trainload of passengers, among them many 
women and children, from the fierce at- 
tack of a large, well-armed band of hostile 
Yaquis at cam Station, Mex. 

Little of Latin fervor is shown by Gen. 
Obregon in his exclusive report of the at- 
fair to The Times. Every line of the cool, 
modest, well-rounded account reveals the 
fact that not only is the former President 
of Mexico a master of military artifice, but 
that he is skilled in writing reports of bis 
strategy that shall be fully informative 
without any insistence whatever upon the 
merit of his exploits. 

The Yaquis were incensed because one 
of their chiefs, Juan Rivera by name, had 
not arrived at Vicam and was thought to 
be held in custody by the government at 
Hermosillo. Gen. Obregon managed by his 
artful powers of persuasion to get the Ya- 
quis themselves to send a telegram to Gov. 
Bay at Hermosillo so couched as to give 
the Governor something more than a hint 
of the desperate peril of the people on the 
train, while requesting him to send Rivera 
to Vicam and adding the words, “I tran- 
scribe the foregoing message in order that 
you hasten the movement as much as pos 
sible.” The general knew that the Gov- 
ernor would understand from this telegram 
the necessity of sending a large force of 
men to the relief of the train, which he 
did immediately, routing the Yaquis who 
had dug id alongside the track and were 
prepared to deliver a destructive fire. 

One can imagine the nervous tension 
among the passengers, the escort and their 
doughty leader during the eighteen hours 
of parley and delay before the reinforce 
ments arrived from Hermosillo, as well as 
the amazement of the Yaquis over the out- 
come of what they had considered a per- 
fectly logical proceeding on their own part 
in sending that innocent telegram. The 
only bit of Latin exuberance betrayed by 
the Obregon account was what was said 
about the errival of Gen. Mapzo and his 
meeting with the beleaguered general: “We 
embraced each other, and I congratulated 
him for his quickness and efficiency.” Un- 
der tike conditions perhaps two American 
generals would have felt like embracing 


frained from doing so. In France they 
would have kissed quite fervently, but in 
Mexico they take it out in embracing, which 
is less feminine but just as effectively de 
monstrative of friendly emotion. 

Gen. Obregon reports that while the Ya-. 
quis were intrenched beside the track, a 
pouring rain fell for an hour. This, how- 
ever, did not dampen their hostile ardor. 
for, after holding of for a time. they re 
sumed their line formation about the train 
and would have attacked it with true In 
dian ferocity had they been compelled to 
wait much longer. Indeed, they did fire 
one volley on the arrival of Gen. Manzo, 
but this does not seem to have resulted 
ip any fatality and was quickly followed by 
their complete rout at the hands of the 
newly arrived troops. 

It is unlikely that Gen. Obregon ever in- 
dulges in a little game of “draw.” but if 
he did one cat imagine that his poker face 
would be as imperturbable and inscrutable 
ag that of any professional.
